“Dahlias  are  exceedingly  easy  to  grow,  but  require  an  open  sunny  location  for  best 
results.  If  grown  in  the  shade,  they  will  produce  tall,  slender  plants  with  few  blooms 
and  of  poor  quality.  They  do  well  in  any  kind  of  soil,  but  prefer  a  rich  sandy  loam. 
To  produce  the  finest  plants,  soil  should  be  prepared  several  weeks,  or  months'  before 
planting  time,  by  spading  in  well  rotted  manure,  or  other  fertilizer. 

‘  After  all  danger  of  frost  is  past,  again  spade  up  the  ground  as  deep  as  possible. 
Have  on  hand  sufficient  stakes  lxl  %  inches  by  five  feet  in  length  for  your  needs  and 
drive  at  least  18  inches  in  the  ground,  three  to  four  feet  apart  each  way.  Next,  dig  a 
hole  at  each  stake  from  three  to  six  inches  deep,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  soil 
(deeper  for  light  soils  and  shallower  for  heavy  soils).  Place  the  tubers  about  two 
inches  from  the  stake  in  a  horizontal  position  with  the  eye  up  and  nearest  the  stake 
and  cover  lightly  with  soil.  Never  stand  the  tuber  on  end.”

While  there  will  undoubtedly  be  some  trait  or  characteristic  in  the  offspring  that  will 
bear  resemblance  to  the  parent,  such  as  stem  or  foliage,  as  a  rule  the  seediing  will 
be  entirely  different.  This,  iof  course,  produces  an  uncertainty  and  this  uncertainty 
is  the  reason  for  the  rapidly  growing  popularity  of  growing  dahlias  from  seed.  From 
the  time  the  seeds  are  planted  until  they  bloom  the  expectant  planter  is  watching 
them  every  day  in  the  hope  that  when  the  time  arrives  for  the  bloom  to  finally  burst 
open,  it  will  bring  forth  another  marvelous  dahlia  for  the  w(orld  to  admire. 

Every  person  hopes  to  some  day  produce  a  really  blue  dahlia,  but  I  am  afraid  that 
his  hopes  will  suffer  defeat,  as  it  is  impossible  under  the  laws  of  nature.  However, 
there  are  so  few  flowers  that  possess  as  great  a  range  of  color  as  the  dahlia  we  should 
be  content  with  what  we  have.  The  growing  of  dahlias  from  seed  is  not  as  difficult 
as  is  generally  supposed.  If  a  few  simple  rules  are  observed,  anyone  can  grow  beau¬ 
tiful  dahlias  from  seed.  The  first  consideration  should,  of  course,  be  the  selection  of 
the  seed.  It  is  sheer  folly  to  waste  time  on  the  care  and  growing  of  dahlias  from  cheap, 
unknown  seed.  It  is  far  cheaper  to  purchase  your  seed  from  a  reputable  dealer  who 
will  charge  you  what  it  is  worth.  Probably  the  finest  of  all  dahlia  seed  is  grown  in 
Southern  California.  I  do  not  say  this  because  I  happen  to  live  here,  but  because  the 
long  season  without  rains  is  most  favorable  to  tbe  growing'  of  all  kinds  of  seed.  For 
seed  that  is  grown,  harvested,  cleaned  and  sold  by  individual  parentage,  it  will  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  pay  from  2c  to  10c  per  seed,  which  is  not  excessive  when,  you  takc{  into  con¬ 
sideration  the  labor  required  to  grow,  harvest  and  clean  it  separately.  You  are  receiv¬ 
ing  valuable  information  for  your  future  use  as  you  can  determine  what  plants  are 
good  producers  in  addition  to  knowing  the  parentage  of  your  “wonder”  dahlia.  Having 
obtained  your  seed,  you  should  next  prepare  the  soil  for  planting.  The  best  is  about 
half  good  loam  and  one-half  well  rotted  leaf  mould  and  peat.  These  should  be  mixed 
an  run  through  a  coarse  screen  to  remove  twigs  and  lumps.  After  the  soil  has  been 
prepared,  secure  shallow’  boxes  or  flats  and  fill  to  the  top  with  the  soil,  pressing*  it  down 
about  one  inch  with  a  smooth  board.  Take  the  sharp  edge  of  a  rule  or  similar  tool, 
pressing  lines  about  two  inches  apart  in  the  earth.  Now  place  the  seed  in  thesei  little 
furrows  and  label  each  row  with  a  pot  label  and  cover  the  seed  about  one-quarter  inch 
with  more  earth.  The  boxes  should  then  be  placed  in  the  glass  house  or  iit  a  warm, 
sunny  location.  Keep  moist,  but  not  too  wet.  Never  let  them  dry  out  as  it  will  kill 
them.  A  good  plan  is  to  cover  with  a  pane  of  glass  or  piece  of  burlap  until  seed  comes 
up,  when  it  may!  be  removed.  The  seed  will  begin  coming  up  in  about  one'  week  and 
will  continue  for  two  months.  The  most  tardy  are  considered  the  best  and  if  given  care, 
will  catch  up  with  the  others,  therefore  in  transplanting,  be  careful  not  to  disturb  those 
remaining.  A  skewer  or  a  lead  pencil  may  be  used  in  lifting  the  young  plants.  When 
about  three  inches  high,  transfer  to  three  inch  pots,  after  which  they  may  be  set  out 
in  the  open  as  soon  as  weather  permits.  Please  remember  the  young  plants  are  very 
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tender  and  the  mildest  frost  will  kill  them,  so  do  not  start  the  seed  before  March  1st, 
as  the  plants  grow  rapidly  and  will  get  too  tall  and  thin  before  being  able  to  plant 
outside. 

When  planting  in  the  field,  set  as  deep  as  possible  in  the  ground  to  protect  the 
clumps  of  tubers  that  will  form.  Pour  about  one-half  bucket  of  water  around  each 
plant  to  set  it  firmly  in  the  soil.  Seedlings  should  be  planted  in  rows  about  fifteen 
inches  apart  and  when  undesirable  ones  bloom,  remove  to  give  room  to  the  ones  to  be 
saved.  Usually  about  one  in  one  hundred  is  considered  worth  keeping,  so  there  should 
be  plenty  of  room  after  the  mongrels  arc*  removed. 

After  planting  in  the  field',  seedlings  should  receive  the  same  cai’e  as  plants  grown 
from  tubers,  except  that  with  seedlings  the  crown,  or  main  center  stalk  should  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  bloom  instead  of  being  pinched  out.  Seedlings  will  bloom,  produce’  as  large 
plants  and  clumps  of  tubers  the  first  year  as  a  tuber  plant,  but  will  require  growing 
for  three  years  to  estabish  the  variety,  as  some  of  the  tubers  are  liable  to  produce 
different  flowers  the  second  or  third  year.  After  the  third  year,  they  seem  to  reproduce 
true  although  there  have  been  cases  where  tubers  have  “sported”  after  the  fifth  year. 

Our  seed  is  gathered  from  only  the  best  producing  parent  plants,  as  some  dahlias 
are  not  good  seed  producers.  Our  aim  is  to  send  out  only  high  class  seed,  and  we 
guarantee  to  forward  the  same  grade  as  ordered,  the  name  of  the  parent  plant  being 
endorsed  on  each  packet.  On  any  orders  received,  we  reserve  the  right  to  substitute 
as  near  as  possible  to  the  variety  ordered  when  no  second  or  third  choice  is  shown.

Dahlia  seeds  do  not  come  true  to  the  color  of  the  bearing  parent.  Seed  from  the  same  bloom  throw 
a  variety  of  color  and  flowers  of  various  forms. 

PLANTING  DAHLIA  SEED 

We  sow  our  seed  in  rows  in  “flats,”  boxes  18  inches  square,  3  inches  deep.  We  use  fine  garden 
soil  and  plant  a  quarter  of  an  inch  deep,  then  cut  a  square  of  burlap  and  lay  over  the  box  and  keep  fair¬ 
ly  moist  so  that  the  surface  does  not  dry  out.  The  burlap  is  removed  when  the  seed  sprouts.  When 
the  plants  are  four  or  five  inches  tall  we  pot  them.  An  ordinary  putty  knife  is  an  excellent  thing  with 
which  to  lift  them.
